There is no latt! or necond crop that 


can 
l>e more oasilv "Town, or more 


diiicklv broii^ht to maturity, than one 
of i he si rap leaved varieties of turnips. 
And on almost any place where vegeta- 
bles are crown can bo found a* this sea- 
son it i ieee of land where ihh crop can 
be conveniently jrnnui. 
The turnip 


rop is often considered tv coarse and 
joramon on«, but wv! learn to appreciate 
t when it cannot readily be obtained, 
n was shown by the high rates paid for 
he almost worthjess foreign turnip? 
vhieh were hni,orted the past winter. 


If it is intended to raise turnips large- 


v. and do the work of cultivating by 
io:se-power, the sowing should always 
,e d(.ne with that end in view, as in a 
ield where such a crop is grown there 
an be no greater mistake than that ol 
having the Vows loo close together, thin 


re venting horse cultivation. 
In the cultivation of all root crops the 


soil should be line, smooth and rich, the 
alter being highly essential to Ihe pro- 
liictkm ot tine roots. The land should 
iNo be as free from weeds and weed- 
seeds as possible.

•Tower said, a few years since, that he 
who plants onions'on weedy ground 
will repent it all summer on his hands 
and Intcc-s; nnd the same is true m a 
measure ot turnip culture.

ers who desire the best results pre- 


fer to have the soil Jor this crop prepares 
a few weeks or months ahead, in oixlei 
to have it thoroughly settled. They 
are sometimes grown :is a second erojj 
to follow pease without plowing the soi 
utrcsh. II the soil be dry, a good degree 
of firmness can be given to it by rolling 
it: but wet land should never be rolled 


If the manure be line and can be ait- 


plied liberally, it. may be spread broad 
cast and very lightly plowed in, or liar 
rowed in with a heavy harrow; or. i 
preferred, furrows can be opened at tin 
proper distances, and the manure spreai 
therein and cdvereil.

When land is abundant or rough, tin 


runs may be three feet apart; but iiors 
cultivation can be done when the row 
:nv as close as two feet. 
A mistake i 


si.meiimus made in " ridging" up Ih 
rows of turnips, a practice which, o 
drv soils, is often detrimental lo thci 
growth. The rows should be as nearl, 
straight as possible, to allow the cnlti 
valor to run evenly and close to tl 
rows, thereby saving time in hoeing 
1'lcnlv of seed should be used, as it ii 
siires\>veniie.ss of plants in the row* 
which is not so likely to be obtaine 
when it is sown sparingly. 
Turnip-sen 


can be sown very satisfactorily with th 
seed-drill, as its' round shape causes it i 
to distribute freely. 
As soon as the j 


plants appear, attention should be given I 
lo the weeds. Nowhere in horticultural 
operations is "a utiteh in time saves 
nine'' so true. 
H' weedsare. attended to 


in season, it not only saves much lime 
and labor in removing them, but the 
young plants are left undisturbed. 
To 


insure ;i good crop, llio soil should be 
kept mellow and 
free from weeds 


throughout the ,-eason. 


Niiii-Piiviiiir 
Thinning should IIP done as soon us 


the plants become strong enough to en- 
dure, the operation. When the thinning 
requires considerable labor, it may be 
done to a great extern with a hoe nar- 
row cming'h to keep the turnips the 
proper distance apart by striking out 
tin; turnips in bunches, so that tlio»e 
which remain may be thinned by hand. 
Tho amount of lliUming necessary will 
depend considerably on the strength of 
the land, rich soil requiring a greater 
distance, between the roots than pool- 
soil. 
Should 
the turnip-lly become 


troublesome, the plants should be dusted 
with air-slacked lime or soot; but these 
pests do not usually do much dama 
after the plants attain their 
leaves.—.V. r.
